I, therofnre have a double stake 
in this war: to help. presetve the 
fréedom of life that my forefathers 
were so venermsly offered when they 
came to Canada; and -to do all pos- 
Sible to free my relatives caught in 
the trap of cruel Nazism in Cefitral 
Europe. 

When I was a small boy, my grand- 
father used to tell me tales of hard- 
ship, tyranny, famine, disease and 
desperation that prevailed in Central 
Burope a couple of generations ago. 
He told me why he came to Canada. 
He wanted freedom of speech. He 
found it. He wanted to worship in 
his own simple way, in his own 
tongue. He found this too. He wanted 
to ‘be able to own a piece of land— 
be it large or small-4but apiece of 
land he could proudly call his. own. 
This he got. He wanted to raise a 
family--a happy family, free from 
want, free from fear, This he did. 
That’s where I come in, 

We are now in the sixth year ot 
War. This past year has been a happy 
contrast to the first four. Many of 
my relatives of Central Europe are 
now free. Many other Europeans are. 
free tod. Why? Because the under- 
ground populations of France, Hol- 
Jand, Poland, Czecho-Slovakia suffer 
ed—euffered unbelieveably, but re 
fused to surrender freedom. Because 
the brave ‘people of England refused 
to give up at the blackest hour—be- 
cause the. Russians on the home 
front faced fearful odds to see their 
armies repulse the Nazi thrust at 
Leningrad-—Odessa. 


How does my sacrifice stock up 
against theirs—against the sacri- 
fices of those right around me, who 
have lost sons, husbands, fathers? 
Very small indeed—Oh yes, I've in- 
vested in Victory Bonds every time— 
have a fair stack of War. Savings 
Certificates—have been rejected af- 
ter volunteering for military service 
—support all war fund drives—-have 
refrained from hoarding war mater- 
ials. I feel that I’ve done my share— 
the war is nearly over.

In 1943 the number of passengers 
increased by 34%, air express Volume 
by,126% and air mail volume by 61% 
as compared with the preceding year. 
Trans-Canada Air Lines carried 200, 
000,000 air mail letters in 1943, apart 
from the trans-Atlantic mail service 
which it operates for the Canadian 
Government to expedite the delivery 
of mail to and from the armed for- 
ces in the European theatre of war., 

Operating ‘revenues were $9,379,501 
an increase of $2,042,183 over 1942. 
Passenger receipts were $4,213,599, 
an increase of $1,148,146; express re- 
venves were $330,084, an increase of | 
$157,064; excess. baggage revenues 
were $60,079, an increase of $30,618; 
revenues* from incidental services 
were $1,259,931, an increase of $402, 
468; mail revenues were $3,515,897, 
an increase of $303,885. The rate of 
compensation received by the com-; 
pany under its contract for the car-— 
riage of air mail was lower in 1943 
than in any previous year, being 42. 
90 cents per plane mile flown in ap- 
proved mail services, as compared 
with 45.57 cents per plane mile in 
1942, 48.16 cents in 1941 and 60 
cents in 1940. ‘Payments to the com- 
pany for the carriage of mail is bas- 
ed,” states the report) “on plane 
miles flown and not on the poundage 
carried, and an increase of 61% in 
the volume of air mail in 1943 
brought to the company an increase 
of only 9% in mail revenue. It did, 
however, result in a substantial 
growth in the revenue of the Post 
Office Department.” 

Operating expenses totalled $8,974, 
902 an increase of $2,346,503 or 35% 
over the preceding year, reflecting 
the cost of handling an over-all in- 
crease in the volume of traffic, ex- 
tension of routes and services. After 
the payment of interest on the com- 
pany’s capital and other income 
charges the surplus for 1943 was 
$147,889. %

“The company plans to provide ex- 
tended services in the Marifime Pro- 
vinces, including a new service via 
Saint John, N.B., to Halifax and 
Sydney, as soon as the 
ground and communications facilities 
are made available. Also awal the 
installation of ground and othet fac- 
flities are made available. Also Await 
ing the installation of gro and 
other facilities is a through sér#ice 
from Winnipeg to Bdmon' via 
Saskatoon, providing not only a’ short 
er route between those cities but 
also to the Yukon and Alaska. These 
extensions to existing main line rout- 
es were authorized by Orders in’ Coun 
cil of August 6, 1948. 

“In July the Government's  war- 
time trans-Atlantic service was in- 
augurated, with flight: crews and 
maintenance personnel supplied by 
T.C.A. In this service converted Lan- 
caster aircraft owned by the Govern- 
mént carry heavy loads of mail to 
and from the forces overseas, and 
other cargo of importance to the war 
effort as well a8 passengers on Uur- 
gent war business. ; 

“Trans-Canada Air Lines, as the 
sole Canadian agency designated by 
the Government to operate inter- 
national air services, awaits with 
interest the results of conferences be- 
tween governments on matters af- 
fecting world aif policy and the com- 
pletion of international agreements 
with 'regard to these services. Trans- 
Canada on its part is carrying on in- 
tensive research into such matters as 
routes and potential traffic, and is 
studying developments in aircraft 
and other equipment, communications 
and aids to navigation. In co-opera- 
tion with the Department of Trede 
and Commerce and other departments 
of the Dominion Government it has 
been studying fields in which Canada 
would expect to participate and has 
already siirveyed routes to the West 
Indies anj. South America. 

“The Act of Parliament creating 
Trans-Canada Air Lines as the nation 
al air gervice.was passed in 1937,” 
continuéd the report, “and in its six 
years of operation the air line has 


‘proved itself to be a dependable and 


valuable public servant. Handicapped 
as it hag been, and’ still is, by the 
demands of war on personnel and 
equipment, it has endeavoured to 
maintain the highest standards of an 
essentia] industry and to lay a sound 
foundation for Canada's future 
aviation.” ' 

T.C.A., (exclusive of the trans- 
Atlantic operation), in 1943 provided 
service—air mail, passenger and ex- 
press—over routes totalling 4,903 
miles between the Atlantic anj the 
Pacific, an increase in route mileage 
of 46 miles as compa'tred with 1942,

between vigorous and weak trees be- 
comes more pronounced, until the 
latter make little growth and in 
many cases die. 

Because of this latter condition 
chiefly, and because it is not possible 
to pick out when young trees which 
are likely to be the best trees, thin- 
ning of closely-planted shelterbelts 
should not be practised too hastily. 

When thinning is done there should 
be no question about the remaining 
trees continuing to make vigorous 


growth. Certainly little pruning will’ 


be needed during the first five years 
after planting a sheiterbelt, except 
perhaps some heading back of maple. 
Even after cultivation or hoeing can- 
not be continued among the trees 
(when branches intermingle), it is 
not wise to prune or thin out, the 
tree because they provide mutual 
protection, and close planting permits 
the building up of a natural mulch 
of leaves and branches etc. 
Thinning should be done cautious- 
ly for two other main reasons, namely 
(1) to avoid exposure and drying out
